The counties 
never had a more important duty to 
perform, for the state convention 
will name the delegates to the na- 
tional convention and will either in- 
dorse or repudiate the record of the 
democratic party.

The walkout, it was declared, was 
the result of “economic pressure,” 
which caused some of the men to 
quit work as individuals and that 
the movement became general nad 
spontaneous. It was denied that 
there was any “I. W. W.-ism, com- 
munigsm or any other ism”, behina 
the movement. The men went over 
the heads of their brotherhood 
chiefs, said the statement, simply 
because it was “a case of bread 


and butter and shoes and stockings 


‘with them,” and they felt that their 


brotherhood chiefs had been misled 
for two years by promises on the 
part of the railroads which had not 
been. kept. 

The statement contained no fig- 
ures as to what the men demand, 
it pointed out that under the pres- 
ent scale of pay the wages of yard 
engineers for six days amount to 
$33.60; road freight engineers $40.80, 


and firemen from $24.96 to $29.76. 


Passenger engineers, the statement 
said, are paid from $5.60 to $5.84 a 
day, 100 miles constituting a day’s 
work, and that passenger firemen 
receive $4 to §4.48 a day for the 
same distance. 

J. J. Mantell, spokesman for the 
Railroad General Managers’ asso- 
ciation. said tonight that he would 
have nothing to say on the strike 
situation until after 12 o’clock to- 
morrow. At that hour will expire 
the ultimatum served by the rail- 


roads on the representatives of the}. 


railroad brotherhoods that all men 
who have not returned to work by/ 
that time wil lbe regarded as out 
of the service of the railroad com- 
panies. 

Improvement Claimed. 


It was reported late today that 
the general condition of the rail- 
roads in the east was materially 
improved. Several of the railroads 
reported that the men had returned 
today in groups. 

The New York, New Haven and 
Hartford announced that reports 
from all along the company’s lines 
were to the effect that the men 
were rapidly returning to work, 
that the company had available 
forces for service and that the sit- 
uation was improving hourly.

Ac- 
cording to Assistant United States 
District Attorney Ney Kressler, he 
will ask for indictments against 
“certain labor men” who have in- 
terfered with striking railroad em- 
ployees desiring to return to work.

I think 
that it was a challenge to the patriotism of every true American. As I was once an 
ardent admirer of Senator Smith, I firmly believe I have the right to ask these ques- 
tions. 

“I, for one, cannot indorse his war record. Words spoken and written by him 
before and during the war are erough to justify the pro-Germans in America in de- 
siring his election. To him even during the war a bale of cotton was more valuable 
than the life of an American soldier. |

By Georges Carpentier 


The average professional boxer 
has got to go out of the game at 
@ comparatively early age. This 
in the ordinary way means that he 
has to take up some other work 
as a profession, and frequently 
there is nothing else at which he 
is proficient. Georges Carpentier 
makes the admirable suggestion 
that we should establish a nationai 
academy of buxing, and utilize the 
services of men .whose active ring 
days are over as: teachers. 

This idea occurred to him after 
the recent fight between his young 
compatriot, Ledoux, and Jim Dris- 
coll, the Welshman, who is un- 
doubtedly one of the cleverest box- 
ers and teachers the world has ever 
+ known. 


! 


Out of the testimonial which has 
recently been raised to Jim Dris- 
epll (and Charles Ledoux. tells me 
re e Britisher is a wonder worker) 
there should spring a world’s en- 
deavor to put boxing in such a po-. 
sition that its solidarity will be 
enongh for all time. * 

When, as manager, Francois 
Descamps, has told me, Mr. A. 
Bettinson (the manager of the Na- 
tional Sporting club of England) 
follcwing Driscoll’s marvellous ex- 
position in the ring, called for the 
practical sympathy of sportsmen so 
that the “old man” would know 
no more the ups and downs of life, 
“money flowed like water,” and in 
a twinkling some 2,000 pounds was 
put in the hands of the gentleman 
whom we in France have learned 
to call “Peggy.” 

Thus’ was started a movement— 
maybe ‘unconsciousty—that. should 
lead’ to the greatest thing. in sport 
—the foundation of an academy of 
hoxing, out of which will come 
many separate branches, and s0 
bring into being a world’s schoo! 
at which the noble art may be 
taught. 

Driscell—Indeul Boxing Master. 


I do not know, but I have an 
idea that although my country is 
very much the baby in boxing, her 
people concentrate, perhaps, more 
than the British or Americans do 
upon the teaching of the glorious 
ame. If you could come with me. 

could take you to at least half a 
dozen boxing academies in Paris. 

The desire to learn the art of 
boxing in France is tremendous,

Descamps had a long talk about 
the foundation of a boxing acad- 
emy in London, and he agreed that 
if Driscoll could be put in charge 
a great and most necessarys work 
would be done. 

It. should be easy for the United 
States to have a “National Schoo) 
of Boxing,” for already you have 
the organization. It should only be 
for your army, navy and civilian 
board to make a definite move, and 
the rest would be eusy. 

In Driscoll, for instance, the Eng- 
lish would have the ideal boxing 
master. When I was in the army 


1 heard repeated stories of his, 


greatness ag a teacher, and I can 


well believe that when he was.at. 


Aldershot he was the best instre 
tor ever. } 
But the suggestion of creating a 
definite center or university of box- 
ing has not to do with any particu- 
lar individual only. It is true that 
Driscoll, by his unexampled clever- 
ness, shaped the idea, but surely 
the time arrived long ago wher 
the question of harnessing the abil- 
ity of old champions the world over 
to some practical thing invited con- 
sideration. 

I am not 
quainted with the qualities of many 
of your American fighters, but I! 
have. long had opportunities of 
watching the British ring men, I 
have often thought of Billy Wells 
in this connection. Believe me, out 
of the ring he could teach more 
about boxing than most men. Some 
years ago, before I had ‘my first 
fight in England, I trained in: his 
camp, and I am free to confess that 
he taught me much that I know 
now. In the gymnasium he has a 
perfect style; it is a style all pret- 
tiness, and as you watch him and 
phenomenal 
reach—and, for a heavyweirht, ex- 
traordinary snpeed—you wonder how 
it is that he is not a world’s cham- 
pion. 

The Tragedy of Old Pugilists. 

Now, it is my firm belief. that 
Wells as a fighter will néver come 
into his kingdom. He is not tem- 
peramentally fitted for a werld- 
beater, but undoubtedly he has it in 
him to be oné of the greatest teach-- 
ers of this or any other age. And 
wouldn’t it be a pity if he were 


allawed to drop out and be obliged 


Ce 


yet personally ac- | 


to earn his livelihood at something 
for which he is not peculiarly ft- 
ted? ¢ 

There is Pat O'Keefe, too. Now. 
to my thinking, there is no rarer 


personality than this Irishman. He 
has not the grand manner of the 
Bombardier, but he has got a per- 
fect fighter’s headpiece, and given 
the opportunity he would do splen- 
didly as a teacher, 

It has long been my impression 
that there is no tragedy so poignant 
@s to come across a boxer who, 
when young, was petted and fussed 
over. and who in the early winter 
of his life has to jog along anyhow. 

From time to “time there have 
cOme to Paris, in the capacity o 
}seconds, Britishers whose names t 
‘Mme suggest many of the brightest 
Pages in boxing history. When 
they were young they did not need 
to have a care. Their fighting days 
over, they are, from the point of 
View of the non-thinking public, 
mere hangers-on. 

Training Schoolboys as Boxers. 


My heart has bled when I have 
known that for a handful of francs 
it were possible to have them as 
your valet. It is enough for the 
general public to remember that at 
one time or other they were names 
to ecnjure with. 

I know the English National Sport- 
ing club well. Often have I wished 
that we had some such institution 
in France. Myself, and the boxers 
of my country, from our earliest 
youth, have had for our ambition a 
fight at the National Sporting club. 
Generally speaking, our fighting is 
done ina haphazard fashion; at 
least, it is just an entertainment, 
just a show: something +apart from 
the boxers themselves—to amuse. 

Ihavethouhtanddo think deeply 
of my profession, and l-havVe always 
clung to the belief that some day 
France will ahve its regular and 
recognized home of boxing, as in 
England. ; 

America has something like the 
National Sporting club in the vari- 
ous boxing commissions... but it 
seems to me the thing could be cen- 
tralized to better effect.. 

But to egt back to-the ieda of a 
n onal boxing academy. If there 
wé@re such an institution, It should 
have forits purpose the teaching of 
the schoolboy. To havea nation of 
boxers abie to hold its own against 
the world, you must get ‘hold of the 


hov. I read the other day that vour 


colleges were taking up boxing as 
an intercollegiate sport, and” that 
perhaps néxt year all the colleges 
will have their own championships. 


Splendid! But why not carry this 
same idea into the schools? I have 
already discussed the project with 
many French sportsmen, and they 
agree thatit is a noble idea and one 
which they will strive to have car- 
ried out in France. It is a fact that 
the young men of my country are 
wholly dependent upon the various 
little acaderMies for their boxing 
lessons. Our schools have yet to 
have practiced boxing, as many of 
your schools do. Of course, we have 
our clubs; but they are not fash- 
ioned or carried on as yours are. 


Oecupations fer Past Champlons. 


Considgring the disabilities under 
which the French youth labors, it is 
astonishing that France has got so 
many boxers.* The war was respon- 
sible for the immense Hiking for the 
game which we now have, and it is 
no exaggeration to say thats 
are but few boys inmy cour. 
who do not wish to ob 
the English and Americans. 

This liking for boxing must be 
turned into practical account, and 
I am hoping that, now a national 
boxing academy promises to become 
a result, we in France will set out 
to create one. For such an institu- 
tion would .not only teach the young 
idea, but a certainty it would see 
to it that the great and undeniable 
abilities of such menas Driscoll are 
-counted a substantial marketable 
article. 

Only very few pugilists can hope 
to become champions, but every one 
of us who embraces the ring as a 
profession should have the _ sure 
knowledge that it can be made intoa 
calling worth following. The old 
boxer should be found employment, 
and nut, as most times happens, be 
allowed to drift and drag and de- 
velop into an unemployable. 

Greatand distinguished men have 
aid eloquent tribute to boxing dur- 
ng the wfr, and now it is over, can- 
not the “scrapper” be made to feel 
that he is still wanted? 
If there comes a national acad- 
emy of boxing, the greatest game of 
all, the most natural game for men, 
will take its place with all sports 
that enter soclosely intothe scheme 
of things which we call life.

FURTHER AMAZING INCONSIST- 
ENCY OF THE CONSTITUTION 


(Editorial from Atlanta Georgian.) 


HE Atlanta Constitution has been making much of Senator Hoke 
Smith’s alleged declaration that the sinking of the Lusitania 
was not a sufficient reason for a declaration of war against 

| Germany, although the Senator denies the words the Constitution per- 

sistently puts into his mouth. Indeed, the Senator goes # far as to 
say that if some responsible party will make affidavit to the state- 
ment that the Senator used, anywhere, at any time, the words the 

Constitution attributes to him, he will endeaver “to put such party 

in the penitentiary for false swearing.” Rather strong words, but 

we suppose the Senator means them. Anyway, the affidavit has not 
been forthcoming. 

But let’s see what the Constitution’s attitude with respect to the 
sinking of the Lusitania was. 

On Sunday, May 9, 1915, the Atlanta Constitution said editorially: 

Shocked-as we are in common with the rest of the world over the 
horror of the appalling loss of life on the Lusitania—now, more than 
ever, our country should keep cool and be guided by judgment rather 
than by emotion, 

We may admit everything that may be charged in connection with 
this horrible disaster in which there is Involved the added guilt of 
premeditation. We may condemn the wanton disregard of the lives 
of neutrals, not to speak of those of non-combatants. We may pro- 
‘test Germany’s ignoring our warning that for loss of American life 
in her submarine operations she would be held to “strict accountabil- 
ity,” AND, AFTER ALL 1S SAID, WE MUST STILL—GO SLOW, 
EXCEPT AS TO MAKING CLEAR OUR PROTEST AND THE FACT 
THAT REPARATION WILL BE DEMANDED. 

Germany is making war, seriously, intensely. She gave the world 
due warning of her purpose to make undersea attacks on English com- 
metce,;! More than that, prior to the sailing of the Lusitarria, due warn- 

‘ing was given of the attempt that would be made. Advertisements 

over the signature of the German embassy in Washington forewarned 

those sailing upon the great Cunarder as to what they might expect. 

But all that does not excuse the brutality of the Lusitania horror! 

Our protest made to the German government at the beginning of 
the underseas campaign was right; we should repeat it now, follow- 
ing the Lusitania horror, in language, if possible, even more emphatic; 
we should give Germany to understand beyond all question that we 
will demand a reckoning and enforce that demand. 

BUT THAT DOES NOT NECESSARILY MEAN WAR. 

THE PEOPLE OF THE UNITED STATES DO NOT WANT A WAR; 
THEY HAVE NO DESIRE TO BECOME EMBROILED IN THIS EU- 
ROPEAN UPHEAVAL, and conservative America will congratulate 
herself that there is :t the head of the government a man who has 
~ demonstrated,-his capability in dealing coo ly, caimly and dispassion- 
ately with each individual incident that has brought us into contact 
with the quarrel across the Atlantic. 

It is this same dispassionate coolness that is needed now more 
than ever, and we do not doubt that President Wilson will be equal 
to this occasion, as he has shown himself to be to others. As long 
as there is an honorable way for the United States to avoid hostilities, 
not alone with Germany, but with ~ of the warring nations, it is the 
course for us to pursue. IN NO SIN © INCIDENT YET HAVE WE 
SUFFERED ABRASION OF OUR NA: IONAL HONOR; NOR IS 
THERE ANY REASON TO BELIEVE THAT, IN ABSTAINING FROM 
HYSTERICAL HASTE, WE WILL DO SO IN THIS INSTANCE. 

There are in the ports of this country some $70,000,000 worth of Ger- 
man ships, interned here for the war. Herein may be found Ger- 
many’s bond for the satisfying of American demands; and that we 
will gee to it that those demands are enforced to the letter can not be 
doubted. 

On Tuesday, May 11, 1915, the Constitution said editorially: 

wh a month or two we will be able to view in the same light the 
. sent German incident; WE WILL BE ABLE TO SEE CLEARLY 
‘THAT THE MOST UNFORTUNATE STEP THAT COULD HAVE 
BEEN TAKEN WOULD BE A DECLARATION OF WAR. The Con- 
stitution has no desire to see re country get itself into a situation 
‘which it would regret upon the yery threshold of it; we therefore coun- 
seled cool-headed judgment an’ dispassionate reasoning as preliminary 
to action. 

SUPPOSE WE SHOULD DECLARE WAR UPON GERMANY NOW, 
WHAT COULD WE DO? NOTHING; LESS THAN NOTHING! 

It would amount to declaration without action, at least without pres- | 
ent action, ‘and we would have on our hands a far more difficult sit- 
uation than that which now confronts us. We could not send an army 
against Germany; that would be out of the question. There is notn- 
ing against which we could send our navy. | 

THERE IS JUST ONE THING AND ONE THING ONLY THAT 
WOULD BE POSSIBLE—THE SEIZURE OF $70,000,000 WORTH OF 
GERMAN SHIPS NOW INTERNED IN AMERICAN PORTS. THEY 
ARE HERE, ANYHOW—HERE TO REMAIN UNTIL THE END OF 
THE WAR. THEY STAND AN ‘ABSOLUTE GUARANTEE OF GER- 
MAN REPARATION; IT WILL BE TIME TO ACT WHEN DIPLO- 
MACY HAS EXHAUSTED ITSELF AND GERMANY HAS REFUSED 
TO RECOGNIZE OUR RIGHT TO EXACT IT. Then, if hostilities 
must come, let them come as the result of Germany’s declaration, not

of ours. =f 
But we do not believe there will be occasion for it. We shall take 


it for granted, until met with refusal, that Germany will recognize our 
right to demand reparation; perhaps she has already discounted that 
in her war program. We can at least await her answer, and doing that 
we can gather renewed assurance that there is no occasion for our 
plunging into the European conflict. 

So it seems that the Constitution was in agreement with the Presi- 
dent. Senator Smith and practically every responsible official in Wash- 
ington, at the time of the sinking of the Lusitania. 

The incident was not held sufficient for a declaration of war by the 
President, nor by the Congrers. It was two ye~- later that Amer 1 
e~tered the war—and ‘*- ~‘~king of the Lusitania was not then cited 
as the direct reason for the declaration. 

But the Constitution was not engaged in May, 1915, in wreaking ven- 
geance upon its ancient enemy, Hoke Smith. 

It was not then, as it appears to be today, so much concerned with 
humiliating Senator Smith and so little concerned with the manner 
and means of doing it. 
| If the Constitution was sincere in its utterances following the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania—when it said and insisted that the incident was 
not a cause for war—then the Constitution should be brave enough and 
manly enough and fair enough to praise Senator Smith today, and not 
damn him by news items, cartoons and editorials daily, viciously 
and wickedly. 

The Constitution in its hatred of Senator Smith is beside itself. 

It is eating its own words — | and common sense, in its

The farm bureau, organized 
through the co-operation of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce and the 
State College of Agriculture, has 


been opened in the chamber of com- 
merce offices, with M. C. Gay, for- 
merly with the federal government 
as field agent in marketing for the 
State of Georgia, in charge. 

The generafsupervision of the bu- 
reau will be in charge of Charles E. 
Robertson, secretary of the cham- 
ber, and J. Phil Campbell, djrector 
of extension, of Athens. 

Mr. Gay’s wide experience quali- 
fies him to take charge of the actual 
direction of farm extension work 
through this, channel, and he has 
announced his intention of devot- 
ing his first efforts to solving the 
immediate problems of the farmers 
of the vicMity, and to making the 
bureau a sort of central source of 
information for those who wish to 
avail themselves of the opportunity. 

The farm bureau, co-ordinating 
efforts with those of the county 
agents and other agents, will make 
surveys to determine the adaptabil- 
ity of special crops to different lo- 
calities and will keep growers post- 
ed as to market demands and pref- 
erences. It will also give special 
attention to the organization of co- 
operative marketing associations, 
the development and improvement 
of these institutions, and to the es- 
tablishment of warehouses and 
grain elevators, which are essential 
oe handling of diversified prod- 
ucts. 

The establishment of motor trans- 
port lines to handle farm prodtcts 
will be encouraged by the bureau, 
since certain sections of North Geor- 
gia are well adapted to the produc- 
tion of truck, poultry and dairy 
produce and are unable to develop 
their resources on account of the 
lack of available markets. 

Mr. Gay, who will have active 
charge, in his recent federal work 
has visited and studied the principal 
markets of the country and has cov- 
ered the southern’ states. several 
times in his travels. In California, 
where so much attention is now 
being paid to organization and co- 
operation, he studied and worked 
with the farmers’ organizations 
which are successfully -pursuing the 
problem of systematic farm. ¢xten- 
sion. 

The good roads element will also 
enter into the work of the new bu- 
reau, since in this way the estab- 
lishment of motor transport lines 
can be better insured, and farm 
products may be assembled and car- 
ried to market in good condition 
and at a minimum cost. In addition 
to helping provide these facilities, 
the farm bureau will give informa- 
tion on grading, packing and ship- 
ping, and will assist in seturing a 
satisfactory distribution of 
products. 

Mr. Gay stated on Saturday that 
the bureau will seek the co-opera- 
tion of the state and federal bureaus 
of markets, chambers of commerce, 
railroad ariculturists and _ other 
agencies having to do with 
activities, ,

Hoke Smith’s “Social 
Call” on Reed and Hard- 
wick Also Included 
Luncheon Engagement, 
He Says — Go-Between 
Sent to Tom Watson. 


That the support of Thomas E. 

Watson was the bone of contention 
in the Kimball house conference at 
which Senator Reed retired from 
the presidential race in Georgia’ to 
make way for the entry of Senator 
Hoke Smith, is brought out in a 
statemept made public last night 
by B. M. Blackburn, campaign man- 
ager of the Thomson man. 
» Mr. Blackburn’s statement throws 
several sidelights on the famous in- 
terview not previously clearly un- 
derstood. He was talking with Sen- 
ator Reed at the time that Senator 
Smith appeared on the scene and 
had been previously informed by Mr. 
Hardwick that he (the Missouri sen- 
ator) and the Georgia senator had 
an engagement to lunch together on 
that day. 

It is also made clear that there 
were emissaries sent from the con- 
ference combination to endeavor’ to 
win over Mr. Watson even after Mr. 
Blackburn had positively declined 
himself to act in any such interme- 
diary capacity. It is demonstrated 
that, while the senior senator suc- 
ceeded in supplating Reed with him- 
self, he found a brick wall when 
it came to Watson. 

Blackburn's Statement. 

Mr. Blackburn said that he could 
not give out anything about the ad- 
ditional efforts that were made to 
win over the Thomson man, as that 
would be violating the secrecy of 
Mr. Watson’s home, and that he 
could not do. Mr. Blackburn's 
statement follows: 

“On the morning that Senator 
Reed was expected in Atlanta, I 
called Senator Thomas W. Hardwick 


over the telephone and -inquitred as 
to the hour of his coming, saying to 
him that I would like to meet the 
gentleman. Mr. Hardwick informed 
me that he was expecting him about 
the noon hour, and invited me to 
call at room 611, Kimball house, at 
which time he would be very glad to 


introduce me. 

“In that conversation "I asked Mr. 
Hardwick if: Senator Reed was going 
to make the race for president in 
the Georgia primary. He stated 
that ne would, in the event Senator 
Smith did not insist on running, in 
which contingency Senator Reed 
would feel -a delicacy in running 
against his colleague in his own 
state. I then said to Mr. Hardwick 
that Il could not and would not sup- 
and that there 
were thousands of democrats in 
Georgia against the league: of na- 
tions who would not support him. 
He agreed with me that it would be 
a mistake for Hoke Smith to run, say- 
ing Mr. Reed was his choice. But, 
ne said, Smith’s friends are urging 
him, and he seems to De disposed to 
make the race and if wecan get our 
old line-up with our friend, T. LE. 
W., we can carry Georgia. 

“IT told him that the old line-up 
was impossible and volunteéred the 
statement that.I1 would not ask my 
‘friend, Mr.. Watson, to go-into such 
a combination.. His reply was that 
Mr. Smith would not make the race 
unless Mr. Watson acquiesced in it. 

Had Luncheon Together. 

“At the hour named by Mr. Hard- 
wick, I called at the Kimball house 
and met Senator Reed. There were 
several gentlemen present from dlf-. 
ferent sections of the state.- Mr. 
Smith was not present. but Mr. 
Hardwick informed 
were to take luncheon ‘With him and 
if I called in the afternoon I could 
have an interview ‘with Senator 
Reed. 

“At about 4:30 im the afternoon I 
did call and Mr. Hardwick invited 
Mr. Reed into the hallway to see 
me. I had already informed Mr. 
Hardwick that I would not consider 
any arrangement that I had in 
mind the possibility of Mr. Smith’s 
being candidate, and, under no 
circumstances would ‘I enter . the 
room with him present. 


in the hallway, Mr. Smith -passed 
and hesitated just long enough to 
shake hands with the Missouri ser- 
ator when he walked into the toom.

Friendly organizations 
provided them with food and shel- 
ter on the way.” 

Having been told of the wonder- 
ful work accomplished by sightless 
soldiers of the late war through 
government vocational training, all 
they ask is a chance to place them- 
selves on an independent basis— 
that charity which will keep them 
from soliciting charity. F

crippled of the world that have 
made good in spite of all—that 
were not content to wait in gloom 
and idleness while the great work 
of the world was going on, but who 
have done what they could to help; 
and are helping themselves and 
others today.

“PUSSYFOOT” COMES HOME 

Presumably to assist in combat- 
ing the efforts of those who are 
trying to make the United States 
a wee bit wet, “Pussyfoot” John- 
son, generalissimo of the Ameri- 
can D. E. F. (dry expeditionary 
forces in England) has been called 
home, and is now on the high seas 
New York-bound. 


“Pussyfoot” Johnson has been 
characterized by some as being one 
man who achieved international] 
and world-wide fame by the loss of 
an eye; but that is not the truth. 


He lost an eye, all right, but that 
fact alone did not bring him the 
prominence he has since enjoyed, 
and which probably will be with 
him to the end of his earthly career. 

What really brought him his 
fame was the manner in which he 
bore his loss, and the fact that, 
under most trying and exasperat- 
ing circumstances, he was cool and 
game, and, above all, showed the 
good people of “the tight little isle’’ 
how to take a joke. 

An inconspicuous and well-mean- 
ing temperance worker in the 
United States, “Fussyfoot” Johnson 
suddenly appeared in England sev: 
eral months ago as an advance 
guard in the American forces en- 
gaged in the world war against the 


Demon Rum. 

His troubles began at his landing, 
for instantly he was met by resent- 
ment at what our cousins construed 
as a presumptuous attempt of a 
meddler from abroad to come be- 
tween an Englishman and his “ ’arf 
an’ ’arf.” 

This resentment took the form of 
physical interference with the anti- 
grog crusader’s peregrinations. Mr. 
Johnson unhappily fell into the 
hands of a group of English stu- 
dents, who roughly manhandled 
him and dragged him through the 
streets of London. A missile thrown 
during the demonstration hit him 
and knocked out an eye. 

Then it was that ‘“Pussyfoot 
showed his grit and good humor. 


Under such -circumstances the 
usual thing to be expected of men 
is to rail at the inefficiency of the 
police; to call for revenge upon the 
mob; to demand damages, etc. 


But Johnson did the unusual, 
and the winning, thing—accepted 
the hazing good-naturedly! He 
even smiled, despite the physical 
pain; attributed his costly mishap 
to the playfulness of mere boys, 
who knew not what they were 
about; rejoiced in the fact that he

Goverment Recognizes 


Rise in Interest Rates 


By R. L. Barnum. 


New York, April 17.—Wal] Street 
viewed this week’s action of the 
government in approving an issue 
of short-term treasury 5% per cent 
certificates as a formal recognition 
of the rise in inteit:st rates. Tinat 
is the highest interest rate paid by 
the government since the civil war, 
and it follows a short-term loan 
made last week by the Pennsylva- 
nia, that cost thas company, in- 
cluding bankers’ commission, some- 
thing like 7% per cent. For. the 
past week, or ever since the terms 
of the Pennsylvania railroad be- 
came known to Wall Street, the 
price of Liberty bonds and other 
high-class securities has been de- 
clining. 

The net result, from the view- 
point of the investor with idle cash 
seeking employment, is an oppor- 
tunity that comes once in a life- 
time.

Government Criticized. 


Because of the losses being suf- 
fered by those who paid 100 for Lib- 
erty bonds and are now selling 
them at the existing. low prices, 
much criticism is being heard of the 
policy of the government in origi- 
nally selling 3%, 4 and 4% per 
cent wartime bonds at par. Such 
criticism, however, is not warrant- 
ed. For two good reasons Secre- 
tary McAdoo was justified in the 
policy pursued. In the first place, 
it was the business of the treasurer 
to save the public as much money 
as possible in taxes through put- 
ting out bonds at the lowest possi- 
ble interest rate. Next, in so do- 
ing, the government in its enormous 
wartime borrowings was consider- 
ing the holders of billions of dol- 
lars worth of outstanding: securi- 
ties. 

If the original issue of Liberty 
bonds had carried interest at the 
rate paid this week—5% per cent— 
instead of 3%, the immediate ef- 
fect back in 1917 would have been 
an abrupt decline in the price of all 
outstanding securities, with disas- 
trous results to individual inves- 
tors, to the banks, the insurance 
companies and to all holders of se- 
curities. By raising its tnterest 
rate gradually to meet world-wide 
money conditions, the government 
has kept down taxes and has given 
holders of securities an’ opportu- 
nity to meet the necessary adjust- 
ments without facing disaster. 


Pre-War Prices.

“Much has been said, during the! 
‘Tast few months, about an alleged 
combination between myself and 
ex-Senator Hardwick. 

“There never has existed any such 
combination. 

“During his campaign of 1918, Mr, 
Hardwick courageously and Aran og 
‘getically combatted the conscrip- 
tion act and espionage law. 

“To that extent, we were throw 

into paralle] columns, and many © 
my friends voted for him, just as 
many of his friends voted for me. 
_ “The only letters, or messages, 
me, for many years, have é@en on 
the subject of the league of na- 
tions, which I denounced as a be- 
trayal of our country. as soon as 
President Wilson ‘permitted’ its 
contents to be known. 

“The letters which nassed between 
me and ex-Senator Hardwick were 
written. this year, and they were 
written in the interest of Senator 
James A. Reed, who had made such 
a noble. fight fin the senate against 
the league.

Smith had been non-committal, and 
few, if any, knew where he would 
finally stand. 

“I also wrote to the Missouri 
statesman urging him to enter the 
race and promising him my hearty 
support. 

“In reply, he wrote me in the most 
courteous terms, but not quite com- 
mitting himself, although he ex- 
pressed his wish to visit me at my 
home for the purpose of consulta-

“IT am utterly opposed to legisla- 
tion which authorises officers, or 
preténded officers, to afrest the 
peaceanie citizens, search his per- 
non. hold up his vehicle, ransack his 


forcé entry Into private} 


houses, without a warrant, support- 

by an affidavit of a citinm of 
the county and state, in which frese 
outrages are committed. 

“I am utterly opposed to any con- 
scription law. any compulsory mili- 
tary training. any sedition law, any 
espionage act, or any delegation to 
those in power the authority to ban- 
ish from this country any citizen 
who is not first given a fair. legal 
trial, according to the laws which 
have existed for more than 700 years. 

“I am utterly opposed to any fed- 
eral legislation which interferes 
with the absolute freedom of speech, 
of press and of peaceable assem- 
blage of the people. 

“The people created the govern- 
ment of the states; the states cre- 
ated the federal government; the 
fathers who framed the constitu- 
tion of the United States were care- 
ful enough to say that the federal 
government should guarantee to 
every state ‘a republican form of 
government.’ : 

“The fathers were careful enough 
to write it into our supreme law, 
that all powers not delegated to the 
federal government and not denjed 
e the statés remained in the peo- 

, 
. “From what source does Senator 
Smith derive his authority to vote 
away our republican form of gov- 
ernment? 

“What did his oath mean to him 
when he swore to defend, protect 
and preserve the constitution as 
made by our fathérs? 

“Who vested him with power not 
given him by the instrument he 
swore to defend and preserve? 

“How can reservations be made, 
bringing nations not parties to 
them? 

“What is there to hinder another 
congress, or supreme council of the 
league, from nullifying those reser- 
vations? 

“Nothing at all. 

“I beg you to believe, that the 
virtual retirement of Senator Reed 
in favor of Senator Smith came to 
me as a painful surprise, because I 
had certainly been given to under- 
stand that he was our anti-league 
candidate. 

“Most reluctantly, I allow the usé 
of my name, in order that. those 
Georgians who believe in the main- 
tenance of American independence 
and democratic liberties may have 
somebody to vote for on the 20th of 
April. 

“You do not owe it to Senator 
Smith that you will have a chance 
to vote against thiy league of na- 
tions. 

“You owe that to such senators 
as Reed, of Missouri; Shielés, of 
Tennessee: Borah, of Idaho, and 
Johnson, of California. 

“Their splendid and sustained op- 
position to the presilent’s usurpa- 
tion of powers, and his efforts to 
transfer you to a foreign con- 
spiracy of international _ bankers, 
bondholders and imperialistic gov- 
ernments, frustrated the mighty 
agencies that exerted tremendous 
pressure to prevent this league 
from ever béing referred to our peo- 

le, 

, As to the League. i 
“And, remember, this propose 
new federation of the great powers 
is not a fraternal interlocking of 
peoples; like the holy alliance of 
1815, it ignores peoples and parcels 
them out according to the plans of 

autocrats. , 

“No peoples have been consulted. 

“The gigantic scheme to enslave 
the peoples of the world has never 
been explained to them, néver been 
authorized by them, and demands of 

tremendous leap in the 


“Since the holy alliance, which 
sought to make permanent the ty- 
rannical rule of popes. kings, manu- 
facturing monopolists and reaction- 
ary oligarchies, no such crime 
against the guaranteed, sword-won 
rights of man has been attempted. 

“Can you see where your interests 
are identical with those of Siam? 

“What do you know about Siam? 

“What do you care about Siam? 

“But if you yote for the league of 
nations you hind your remotest pos- 
terity to send armies to Siam, to 
defend Siam, if some other nation 
attacks Siam. 

“What reciprocal benefit 
be expected from Siam? 

“So far as I know, Senator Smith 
has not published a platform. 

“To the extent that his Savannah 
speech could be understood, he was 
handing the president a bunch of 
flowers with one hand and _ pitch- 
ing bricks at him with the other.
